| producers, higher prices are being 
‘paid by dealers who are supplying the 
United States markets. 

Under the regulstions of the United 
| States Department of Agriculture the 
importation of potatoes is prohibited 
from certain countries on account of 
the presence in those countries of the 
disease known as potato wart or black 
scab. The Canadian product is not 
under an embargo on this account but 
is subject to inspection at the bound- 
ary. Already there has been a con- 
siderable movement of potatoes to 
United States markets from British 
| Columbia, Manitoba and Saskatche- 
wan: Nine cars, however, have been 
rejected at the boundary. Several 
cars have already been shipped from 
Alberta and to-date all have passed 
inspection. The possibility of a prcf- 
itable business depends upon the con- 
dition in which potatoes go forward 
and there is a considerable surplus in 
Alberta yet to be shipped. w | 

While the dealer is the one who is 
directly affected by the rejection of 
shipments, the producers must ulti- 
| mately suffer the results if the United 
States markets should be closed 
against Canadian potatoes. 

The Provincial Department of Agvi- 
culture has been in communication 
with the United States Federal De- 
| partment with a view to having pro- 
| vincial inspection at shippinpg point 
accepted in place of federal inspec- 
tion at the boundary. It is evident 
| that there is a risk of rejection at the 
port of entry with the consequent, 
‘hardship to the shipper and the dant 
ger of permanent injury to the «mar- 
Meet. After some correspondence the 


| department has been advised that in- 


spection by United States officia!s 
must be made at the boundary regard- ' 
| less of! any previous inspection. H 

The regulations state that cars will 
not be condemned by reason of the in- 
fection ofa small percentage cf tub- 
ers with such common diseases as 
scab, black leg, fusarium wilt and 
dry rot, but a general condition of dis- 
ease from these troubles will lead to 
the refusal of the shipment. It 
should be the aim of producers and 
dealers to keep all potatoes so affect- 
ed out of their shipments.

Wilson Again Elected 


Full returns from the recent presi- 
dential election held in the States now 
leave no doubt that President Wilson 
is elected for another term with’ a 
much better majority that was at first 
thought possible. r : 

As announced in our last issue the 
result hinged on California, which 
finally went for Wilson, as did also 
North Dakota and New Mexico. 

Wilson carried two-thirds of the 
states of the union and secured ap- 
proximately 2,226,614 more “votes 
than he got in the electidn of 1912. 
‘This is the greatest increase given to 
a president for the second term, and 
the first time a president has been 
elected without the support of New 
York since the civil war. Wilson’s 
vote was over two million more than 
ever previously recorded for a Demo- 
cratic candidate, and despite the 
character of the opposition,. is the 
largest vote ever received by a presi- 
dent from the people of his country. 
He will probably have a popular plur- 
ality of over 400,000.

@ We re informed by some of 
the Red Cross collectors that an 
excuse given by some of those in 
town who do not contribute to 
this fund is that they do not be- 
lieve in war. * 

It seems to the Review this is 
avery lame excise. Few, if 
any of us, believe in war. Never- 
theless one of the greatest wars 
in the history of the world is now 
at its height. Because of it 
hundreds of our own Canadian 
boys are suffering the tortures 
of hell itself on the blood sprink- 
led battlefields of Flanders. 

‘The. Red Cross Society is an 
international organization which 
has for its object, work that will 
tend toward aleviating the suf- 
ferings of unfortunate soldiers 
and provide them with comforts 
they could not otherwise get. 

As a people we do not believe 
in street fights or riots, but who 
amongst us would refuse to bind 
up the wounds or try to make 
comfortable a bleeding human 
being fresh fram one of these 
' riots, simply because we didn’t 

believe in them, Why. we'd 
even try to relieve a dog from 
suffering no matter hew the suf- 
fering was caused: 

, What a stretch of the imagin- 
ation, therefore, it. must be for 
those who asked to be excused 
of helping in Red Cross work be- 
cause they do not believe in war. 
Better by far to be honest and 
give the real reason than to try 
to dodge responsibility -in this 
way.

bad.” We feel that there was 
something more. of a crowning 
tribute to his usefulness coming’ 
to him, but alas, such is fate. 
Sir Sam was his own worst 
enemy and he has nobody ,to 
blame but himself for his pres- 
ent perdicament. He was a 
clean man morally and politicai- 
ly and had the courage of his 
convictions. Qualities which 
one might think were all that. is 
necessary to make a man a suc- 
cessful politician. But it is not 
so. Sir Sam had his faults: 
The activities in the department 
over which he had control unfor- 
tunately furnished the oppor- 
tunity. for him to put those 
faults to the test, and, more un- 
fortunately still, his faults out- 
weighed his ability. His most 
noticeable faults lately were his 
egotism, his temper and dicta- 
torial manner in conducting the 
affairs of his department;

A WISE MOVE. 
After nearly 27 months 
war a serious effort is at last ae. 
ing undertaken by the British 
government and by British trad- 
ing interests to wipe out the 
large German influence in Brit- 
ish trade and finance. Why it 
has been allowed to continue so 
long is one of the mysteries of 
the war. It has been ¢hatged 
on all sides that some myster- 
jous influence has been at work 
to protect the enemy traders, 
but there is no evidence that 
this is so. - It is mueh more like- 
ly that the, tenderness to these 
enemy traders is due to the in- 
curable British spirit of good- 
natured spoftsmanship which 
refuses to recognize in tlie in- 
dividual German who may be a 
good enough sort of fellow, an 


whose power for offence must 
be crushed, 

It is only now that: the old 
country people are beginning to 
realize the position they are in. 
With a large percentage of their 
own merchants, mechanics and 
tradesmen either in the trenches 
or in training, the business field 
of all the large centers is left al- 
most entirely in the hands of 
Germans who were established 
in business before the war 
broke out, It is said that if the 
war were to end tomorrow these 
Germans would find themselves 
in a better position than many 
of their British competitors. 

This state of affairs has at 
last aroused the British business 
community and two importanat 
movements to. compel a sterner 
method of dealing with enemy 
traders have been started, one

FIRE PAIL PROTECTION 

Useful articles to have on the 
farm are buckets of water prop- 
erly distributed around the barn.

CLASSIFY CROWN LANDS 


New Brunswick Determined Not To 
‘ Make Ontario's Mistake

The province of New Brunswick 
has undertaken to avoid th. recur- 
rence of such tragedies as were dis- 
covered by the Commission of Con- 
servation to have been enacted in cer- 
tain portions of the Trent watershed, 
Ontario, where settlers were allowed 
to lecate on poor, sandy soils, then 
chiefly valuable only for their tim- 
ber. With the removal! of the timber 
and the exodus of the lumbering in- 
dustry, these settlers have been left 
stranded, with no opportunity to 
make a coméortable living, and faced

| The work of land classification in 
| New Brunswick is, being carried on 
jin connection with the timber esti- 
mate and mapping of Crown lands, 
The country is covered systeniatic- 
ally and examinations of the soil are 
made at regular intervals, Beyond 
any doubt, the result ‘will be the open; 
ing up of new lands for settlement 
and the establishment of new com- 
munities under conditions which will 
fensure comfort and a reasonable 
standard of living. This, in turn, will 
mean a permanent increase in the 
population of the’ province, by pro- 
viding for the native surplus as’ well 
|as for immigrants. The Commission
